Interview Summary 



Interview between attorney of record in Patent Application Serial No. 09/752,751, 
Manuel Valcarcel (Reg. 41,360), and Examiner Romaine Jeanty conducted on June 19, 
2007. 

On June 19, 2007, the undersigned counsel of record contacted Examiner Romaine Jeanty 
by telephone for a telephonic interview regarding U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 
09/752,752 and the office action issued February 17, 2007 rejecting all claims (claims 1-3 
and 5-7) based on 35 USC Section 103 (a) as being unpatentable over GiovanoUi (US 
5,842,178) over Peterson et al (US 6,324,522). No exhibits or demonstrations were 
discussed, shown or conducted. The undersigned discussed with the examiner the 
arguments that the applicant's invention is not obvious in view of GiovanoUi and 
Peterson because neither teaches or suggests combining in a single point of purchase a 
direct sales channel and an indirect sales channel, wherein the indirect sales channel 
involves an intermediary that acquires the goods/services from a seller and resells them to 
the buyer. Additionally, neither of said patents allows a buyer to have, at a single point 
of purchase, information regarding purchase terms for a direct sales channel purchase and 
purchase terms for an indirect sales channel purchase, so that the buyer can compare and 
evaluate which sales channel provides the better deal The examiner asked where the 
claims referenced a direct and indirect sales channel, and it was noted that the words were 
in the original claims but were removed to address^ a prior examiner's issues with the 
claims. The undersigned noted the discussion in paragraphs 0019-0021 of the 
specification as explaining the differences in the applicant's invention. The examiner 
suggested that continued examination be requested with a response and that the examiner 
would reconsider but no agreement was reached regarding allowability of claims.
